Chinese 
seek to 
normalize 
Soviet ties 

PEKING. Dec. 28 (R) — China Tuesday 
made a rare call on the Soviet Union to work 
together to normalize relations through con- 
crete actions. 

The call for a step-by-step approach was 
made in a message marking the 60th anniver- 
sary of the founding of the Soviet Union. 

It omitted reference to China's previous 
insistence that the onus for improving rela- 
tions rested entirely on the Soviet side. 

In what Western diplomats described as an 
expression of goodwill China said it “sin- 
cerely hopes that the relations between the 
two countries would be normalized step by 
step and a good-neighborly relationship 
would be established." 

It added, “the two sides should jointly 
work for the realization of this goal through 
negotiations, concrete actions and removal of 
obstacles." 

The message was withheld in Peking until 
Tuesday, when it was published by the 
English-language service of the official New 
China News Agency. It has not yet appeared 
in the Chinese-language press. 

The message expressed “.warm congratula- 
tions and good "wishes to the great Soviet 
people of all nationalities.” and referred to 
the “traditional friendship between the 
Chinese and Soviet peoples.” 

Western diplomats said the positive word- 
ing was an expression of Chinese goodwill, 
and that the reference to joint action was an 
advance on the part of the Chinese who until 
now have placed foe onus in improving rela- 
tions entirety on the Soviet .side. 

• “The message is definitely a friendly ges- 
ture and the reference, to making joint efforts 
is interesting. But it would be wrong to jump 
Vo hasty jccmdiisions on the evidence of just 
this message.” one diplomat commented. 

. The two giant Communistlteighbors have 
been locked hi bitter hostility for more than 
29 years. Bat sons of a possible thaw 
appeared last month .when the then Chinese 
foreign minister. Huang Hua. received an 
unexpectedly warm welcome during his visit 
to Moscow for President Leonid Brezhnev’s 
funeral. Huang returned saying he was quite 
optimistic about an improvement in rela- 
tions. but resigned immediately, afterward, 
apparently because of poor health. 

Western diplomats said Chinese officials 
had told them Peking regarded the strong' 
Soviet military presence in the buffeT state of 
Mongolia as the greatest obstacle to better 
Sino-Soviet relations. 

But China recognized there was little pos- 
sibility of a significant reduction in the 
number of Soviet troops in Mongolia, and 
believed there .was a greater likelihood that 
Moscow could place pressure on Hanoi to 
withdraw its army from Kampuchea, they 
added.

KHAJLDE. Lebanon. Dec. 28 (Agencies) 
— Labanese. Israeli and • American 
negotiators met for six hours Tuesday to dis- 
cuss'the withdrawal of foreign forces from the 
Mediterranean nation and a joint communi- 
que claimed “progress was made” toward an 
agenda. 

The talks, including a televised 4 5- minute 
public session, were held under heavy sec- 
urity at a resort hotel in the war-ravaged 
Beirut suburb of Khalde. 

“The delegations met Tuesday and 
exchanged views on their respective posi- 
tions.” the joint communique read m English 
by U.S. Embassy spokesman John Reid said. 
“The agenda was discussed and progress was 
made. The agenda will be discussed further at 
the next meeting at Kiryat Shmona Thursday 
at 10:30" in the morning.** 

" The public opening statements indicated 
flexibility and mendhness on the part of the 
negotiators. But behind the scenes Israel's 
agenda proposals pointed to a wide 
divergence of views on key issues of with- 
drawal. security and normalization. 

Security topics included the establishment 
of early warning stations in Lebanon, air and 
naval surveillance of Lebanon and a limita- 
tion of forces agreement in the south, 
informed sources said. 

On the political side, the Israeli team listed 
normalization of relations on the agenda that 
would include a declaration ending the state 
of war Israel claims exists between the two 
nations as well as open the borders to com- 
merce and end hostile propaganda, according 
to the sources who requested anonymity. 

On the military level, the six-man Israeli 
delegation with a backup team of 1 0 experts 
sought to have the Palestine Liberation 
Organization withdrew its ind free 

T eq»ht Israeli war prisoners before a simul- 
taneous Israeli and Syrian pullback takes 
place, the sources said. 

In official statements before the talks were 
held, the Lebanese government bad refused 
any discussion of normalizing relations or the 
establishment ■ ofpermanen t Israeli watchposts 
on Lebanese scnl. 

The closed session got underway right after 
the end of the 45-minute public session that 
was broadcast live by Lebanese television 
and Israeli state radio. About two hours later, 
the negotiators took a break for lunch that 
was supplied by Beirut's Cafe de Paris 
restaurant. 

Israeli Prime Minister Menahem Begin fol- 
lowed the opening of the talks from his office, 
hoping the -outcome will be positive, his 
spokesman said. 

Be gin’s spokesman said Israel hoped for an 
end to the strife of more than three decades. 
“We just hope the outcome will be positive.” 

About one and one-half hours after the 
talks opened, commandos attacked an Israeli 
Army vehicle in the Israeli-occupied Leban- 
ese port city of Sidon. 40 kilometers south of 
-the capital. 

Lebanon's state radio said unknown com- 
mandos opened up with machine gun fire on 
-an Israeli military convoy at Sidqn’s main 
square. 

Shoot-out outside

BEIRUT. Dec. 28 (AP) — Gunmen m a 
green sports car - opened fire on security 
guards outside the house of nationalistTJruze 
leader Walid Jumblatt Tuesday, prompting a 
shoot-out in which at least one assailant was 
wounded, police said. 

Jumblatt. who survived a car-bomb assas- 
sination attempt Dec. 1. was home at the time 
of the midafternoon shoot-out but left a short 
time later, a man answering the telephone at 
the Jumblatt house said. 

The attack followed 10 weeks of fighting in 
Lebanon's central mountains between Diuze 
and Christian militiamen. 


Mt. Everest conqueror feared dead 
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KATMANDU, Dec. 28 (AFP) — The 
chances of survival of Yasuo Kato, who 
Monday became the first man to scale Mount 
Everest in winter and alone, and his compan- 
ion, ToshiaJd KobayashL appeared to be fad- 
ing Tuesday after they failed to radio base. 

A Sherpa had gone in search of the Japan- 
ese pair, but did not find any sign of the 
climbers, at the South Col, the tourism minis- 
try announced. 

Kato, 33, who had already scaled the 8.848 
meter summit twice, radioed that he had 
reached the summit alone at 3:55 p.m. (101 5 
GMT) Monday. KobayashL 33, failed to 
reach the peak because of growing-darkness 
and exhaustion. 

The surviving members of the Japanese 
winter Everest expedition radioed the 
Nepalese Tourism Minis try a t 4:40 p-m. 
(1 100 GMT) Tuesday foalthey had not heard 
from either Kato or KobayashL 

The two were known to have met Monday 
as Kato descended. The Sherpa is scheduled 
to spend the night at Jouxth and final camp 
pitched at 7,900 meters below the South Col, 
the ministry added. More group members 


would be climbing to South Col in a bid to 
rescue the two Japanese climbers. 

The official message from the basecamp 
said the weather was foggy all over the sum- 
mit all Tuesday. Kato had radioed basecamp 
at 7:00 p.m. Monday and said he would call 
again at 7:00 ajn. Tuesday, but no contact 
was made. 

The climbers were presumed to have 
camped together at 8.763 meters without 
oxygen, asthey were 'only carrying enough 
for 14 hours. 

But mormtaineering experts said it would 
be a “miracle” -if they survived together' 
within 85 meters of the treacherous peak, 
facing temperatures of minus 32 degrees 
Centigrade. 

Kato’s successful climb Monday followed a 
failed solo-bid on Dec. 23. when he was 
forced to turn back because of exhaustion 
and high winds. He was known to have suf- 
fered some injuries and I mild frostbite during 
that climb. 

Kato -took the traditional South Col for 
Monday's climb, the first successful ascent in 
winter, and the first solo success.

CAIRO, Dec. 2 8 (AP) — A senior member 
of the Iraqi cabinet was quoted as saying in an 
interview published Tuesday Iraq should 
resume diplomatic relations with Egypt now. 

But he did not explain what was keeping 
Iraq from doing so despite vastly improved 
relations between Cairo and Baghdad. “We 
are not against the restoration of diplomatic 
relations with Egypt,'' Deputy Premier Tareq 
Aziz told the Cairo newspaperAMfomn. “As 
an Arab citizen I say that we should take this 
step now." 

Iraq and 16 Arab states severed diplomatic 
ties with Egypt in protest against its 1979 
peace treaty with IsraeL This was done in 
accordance with a collective decision taken 
by the Arab League. At an Arab summit 
conference m Fez, Morocco, last September, 
a Sudanese move to get the league to reverse 
that decision failed. 

Aziz praised Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak for his concOiatoiy attitude toward 
Arab critics and for his support of Iraq in the 
war with Iran. 

Egypt has supplied Iraq with arms v-ilued 
at hundreds of millions of dollars, a policy 
which started under Mubarak's predecessor, 
Anwar. Sadat. and_was stepped up by 
Mubarak. 

“ We do not want more from Egypt,” Aziz 


said. “Egypt arms in the hands of Iraqi sol- 
diers are a great help as well as evidence of 
Egypt* s deep sense of nationalism. 

Aziz said he was prepared to meet Egyp- 
tian Foreign Minister Kamal Hassan Ali or 
his second man. State Minister for Foreign 
Affairs Butros Ghali. “ anywhere, in Cairo or 
Baghdad, for a direct dialogue on this matter 
(resumption of diplomatic relations).” 

Aziz said Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
told the Fez summit the restoration of Arab 
diplomatic relations with Egypt “is a natural 
thing if we regard Camp David as a matter 
that concerns Egypt alone.” 


Bonn to bill 293 protestors for police costs 


HAMBURG. Dec. 28 (AP) — Some 293 
protesters are to be billed for police costs at a 
Dec. 32 demonstration against plans to sta- 
tion new U.S. -made nuclear missiles next 
year in Europe, authorities told SrWest Ger- 
man magazine. 

The protesters are being biffed under anew 
law in the West German state ofJBaden- 
Wuerttemberg. under which demonstrators 
can be forced to pay police costs, the 
magazine Der Spiegel said in its edition 
appearing Monday. 

Baden-Wuerttemberg’s Interior Minister 


Roman Herzog said the state expects to col- 
lect a total ofjErom 20.000 to 25.000 marks 
(about $8,400 to $10,400) from 293 people 
who were in a protest at the UJS. forces 
European command headquarters 'at Vai- 
hingen. near Stuttgart. 

. Herzog cold Der Spiegel that he expects

.'believes it will stand.“Many taxpayers find it 
unfair that they must pay when they want a 
building permit or passport, while police 
efforts against lawbreakers cany no charge.”

Thieves stole over one billion pesetas ($8 
million) in cash, bullion and jewels in a .

Foot or five men ransacked 200 private J: 
safe deposit boxes in foe Banco de v 
Andaluoa after neutralizing the alarm' 
system and burrowing into the bank from 
an empty flat above, they said. 

Estimates of the haul in jewelery, bul-^ 
lion and cash could only be rough, they 
‘said. A rich foreign population, whicb^ 
included many Arabs, was likely to hav^ 
deposited huge quantities of valuables* 
with the bank, they added. 

They said the gang had cut through the 
door to the main vault Friday evening with 
acetylene torches which Lhey left on the 
premises.

JE DDAH. Dec. 28 —The ever-expandtr.g 
electrical power requirements of the Western 
Region will be met in the most economic and 
reliable manner with a 1 000 raw (net) steam 
power plant being constructed at Rabigh 
here. The power plant site is buQt on the Red 
,Sea at a distance of approximately 140 Km 
.north of Jeddah.

Mahmoud Abdallah Tayba governor of 
General Electricity Corporation and chair- 
man of the board and managing director of 
the Saudi Consolidated Electricity Company 
in the Western Region (EWR) signed Mon- 
day the agreement for the first stage of a 
steam power plant project at Rabigh with a 
Group of Intmational specialized companies 


in the EWR headquarters in Jeddah. 

The 1000 mw electrical generating com- 
plex will initially consist of 4x250 mw (net) 
oD-fired units and will have provision for 
expansion to an ultimate plant capacity of 
2500 mw (net). 

The complex will include a once -through 
sea water cooling system, fuel oil and storage 
facility, and auxiliary desalination plant. The 
boilers are capable of using either crude or 
residual fuel, with future provision for gas 
utilization, and hence the power plant is' 
located near the Rabigh 03 Refinery. 

The construction of the power plant has 
been entrusted on a turn-key basis to a con- 
sortium of international manufacturero- 
bu riders/ suppliers. Construction work started 
in February 1 982. and the schedule for com- 
pletion is December 1985. with the first of 
the four units being on line in March 1 985. 
Le. within 37 mouths after contract award. 

* To achieve the tight project schedule, and 
yet ensure good duality of work, a module 
type construction has been adopted for the 
boiler units. 

Other interesting aspects of the project are 
that an electrostatic precipitator with 
ammonia injection will be used to minimize 
particulate emissions from the 135 meter 
high stack, and ensure maximum thermal 
effedency. Titanium tubes are being used in 
the condenser to ensure high plant availabil- 
ity- 

The power plant will feed into a double 
circuit overhead transmission line connect- 
ing Rabigh with Yanbu and Jeddah, which is 
also under construction by two seperate con- 
tractors.

PALMA Db MALLORCA, Spain, Dec, 
28 (AFP) — Talks here between Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat and Austrian' Chancel- 
lor Bruno Kreisky concentrated on the latest 
Arab peace plan for the Middle East, Arafat 
told journalists. 

The chairman of the Palestine liberation 
Organization spent more than three hours at 
the vacation home of Kreisky, whom he cal- 
led "my personal friend and an excellent 
friend of our people." He described the talks 
with Kreisky, who is Jewish, as "positive and 

fruitful." 

Arafat also called on Western Europe "to 
exert real and effective pressure on the 
United States to make Washington pay atten- 
tion to the just (Palestinian) cause.’’ 

He criticized certain Western leaders, such 
as West German Chancellor Helmut Kohl 
and U.S. President Ronald Reagaiv. who he 
said “ do not understand and do not support 
the Palestinian cause." 

He also attacked the United States for 
"being able to recognize the rights of 1.500 
Falkland Islanders but not those of five mfl- 
lion Palestinians." 

Arafat said he had discussed the Palesti- 
nian problem the previous day with Chinese 
Premier Zhao,Ziyang in Algiers, and that he 
would soon be meeting again with King Hus- 


sein of Jordan. 

The latest Arab Mideast plan, drawn up at 
a September summit in the Moroccan city of 
Fez, calls for an independent Palestinian state 
including the West Bank of the Jordan River 
and the Gaza Strip Arab territories 
occupied by Israel since the "six-day war" in 
1967. It also seeks United Nations guaran- 
tees "for states of the region.” 

Ronald Reagan s parallel plan for peace 
rules out a sovereign Palestinian state but 
backs full autonomy for West Bank and Gaza 
Palestinians in association with Jordan. 

Arafat said that on a later visit to Spain he 
hoped to meet King Juan Carlos and Socialist 
Premier Felipe Gonzalez. 

A Spanish Foreign Minisuy spokesman 
said that there would be no official contact 
between the Spanish government and the 
Palestinian leader during the present brief 
visit. 

The government did, however, take sec- 
urity measures to protect Arafat during his 
stay at a luxury hotel on this Mediterranean 
island, where he also lunched Monday with 
the civil governor, the mayor of Palma, and 
several Socialist parliamentarians. 

The PLO has an office in Madrid. The 
Spanish government does not maintain dip- 
lomatic relations with Israel.

BEIRUT.. Dec. 28 (AP) — The new year 
is likely to be dominated by peace initiatives 
to restore stability in the Middle East, where 
conflict simmered in Lebanon and on the

But further peace attempts do not guaran- 
tee a non-violent 1 983, especially in the Gulf, 
where the two-year-old war between Iran 
mid Iraq persisted with no bint of abating. 

In Lebanon, the American administration 
embarked on a campaign to negotiate the 
withdrawal of Syrian, Israeli and Palestinian 
forces. 

Meanwhile, Lebanon's attempt to build a 
strong central government took longer than 
originally expected. It was also likely to 
require a risky commitment of more 
peacekeeping troops in the area. 

But Syria’s army was expected to ding to 
East Lebanon’s Bekaa Valley. Israel also 
insisted on a 45-kilometer deep slice of South 
Lebanon to ensure its security. 

Moscow, in the words of Soviet orientalist 
Yevgeni Primakov, viewed the U.S. partici- 
pation in the multinational peacekeeping 
force with "restraint growing into suspicion" 
and Soviet officials did not rule out the sta- 
tioning combat troops in Syrian as a coun- 
termove. 

Nevertheless, in the rubble of war there 
was a glimmer of hope for a breakthrough.

Soviets protest over Tehran rally 


MOSCOW. Dec. 28 (Agencies) — The 
Soviet Union has protested strongly to Iran 
about a demonstration held Monday near 
Moscow's embassy in Tehran, the official 
Tass news agency said. 

U said a large group of riotous elements 
assembled in front of the embassy for an 
anti-Soviet action “with the obvious conni- 
vance of the Iranian authorities.'’ 

Tehran radio reported that Afghan protes- 
ters marched near the So vie r Embassy to 
mark the third anniversary of the Soviet 

intervention in Afgh anistan . 

Tass said the proteste shouted anti-Soviet 
slogans, tried to make their way into the 
grounds of the embassy and ripped the Soviet 
flag from its mast. 

The agency said Moscow had warned the 
Iranian authorities that "hostile action" was 
planned and had now lodged a strong protest 


■ with the Iranian foreign ministry over the 
incidents. 

Meanwhile one-way traffic comes into 
force in the Afghan tunnel where 1 .000 peo- 
ple . half of them Soviet troops, were reported 
to have died in a road disaster. Kabul radio 
was quoted as saying. 

The radio, monitored by the British 
Broadcasting Corporation (BBC) in London, 
broadcast a government announcement that 
"to maintain traffic order and prevent acci- 
dents” there would be only southbound 
traffic through the salang tunnel on three 
days a week and northbound on the others. 

The 2.6 kilometers tunnel, north of Kabul, 
lies on the main supply route for an estimated 
100.000 Soviet troops in Afghanistan. 

The official Soviet news agency Tass has 
confirmed there was a disaster in the tunnel.

Meanwhile, in Paris. France marked the 
third anniversary of the entry of Soviet troops 
into Afghanistan with a renewed condemna- 
tion of "foreign intervention" there.

Before Mon- 
day's announcement, human rights groups 
estimated there were about 200 persons stiD 
in jail at the disposition of the executive 
power. 


Falklands, Lebanon troubled Cuellar 


UNTIED NATIONS, Dec. 28 (R) - A 
year after Javier Perez de Cuellar took 
office as die fifth seoetazy-general of the 
United Nations, there is still no clear verdict 
on his performance. 

Most dekgates to the world organization 
seem to agree that he needs more tube to 
make his mark. . Some say be has diready 
shown himself to be the weakest secretary - 1 
genual ever. Others say he has adopted 
about the right stance, recognizing that the 
major poweis each have their own view of 
the U.N. and that none wants an assertive 
secretary general acting as if be were some 
kind of super-chief. 

That was a charge made against Kurt 
Waldheim, whose bid last year for an 
unprecedented third term collapsed under 
repeated Chinese vetoes, clearing the way 
for Cuellar. Waldheim left the U.N. in con- 
siderable disarray, especially on the staff 
ride. His successor promised to pick up the 
pieces and turn the organization around. 
But the staff union has already accused him 
of reneging on his promises and there have 
been strike threats. 

Politically, it has been a bad year for 
Cuellar and for the UN., which has been 
bypassed on the major issues invol vmR 
peace or war, notably in ^ Lebanon. His 
first challenge was the Falklan d Islands 
c risis when Argentine troops landed on the 
disputed British colony in the South Atlan- 
tic. Slow to. get involved, because neither 
Britain nor Argentina wanted him. he 



(VrecdeCodhr 
finally offered bis services. After about two 
weeks of delicate negotiations, dtuing 
which he dealt separately with the two rides, 
Cuellar had to admit defeat. The British 
reclaimed the islands. 

Since then, he has tried in vain to get the 
British to reopen negotiations with Argen- 
tina, as the General Assembly recently 
requested. In a bid to mend fences in the 
hemisphere, the United States supported 
the UN. move. President Reagan backed 
Britain at the height of the crisis. 

Waldheim, now a visiting professor at 
Washington's Georgetown University, was 


the U.S. choke for yet another term as 
secretary-general, over Salim Ahmad Salim 
of Tanzania, who was considered a radical 
and politically unpredictable. 

Unacceptable to ’china.' vtoxfc all along 
insisted that the next secretary-general 
must be from the Third World, Waldheim 
finally gave up, clearing the field for a 
number of candidates from developing 
nations. Cuellar, a former chief delegate of 
Peru and the only secretary-general ever to 
have had a previous secretariat job, as an 
undejrsecretaiy for political affairs, was the 
winner. Jeane Kirkpatrick, the chief U.S. 
delegate, publicly haded him as a new hope 
for the UN. 

Israel and South Africa looked forward 
to respite from Waldheim's repeat ed gib s. 
He was a gadfly for both, strongly criticizing 
border violations by either state. Cuellar 
seldom comments on incidents initiated by 
the Israelis or the South Africans. He says it 
is not his duty, an attitude that has not found 
favor with most black African states, or 
Arab members. 

The Reagan administration’s sympathies 
with both Israel and South Africa are well 
known and it has been remarked that the 
new secretary-general is perhaps too defe- 
rential to Washington. 

He won praise, especially in the West, for 
an outspoken report to the General Assem- 
bly in which he pinpointed the U.N.’s short- 
comings, while calling on member states to 
make more nse of the organization. j 


‘Preserve ’ message deterred Red Guards 


QUFU. .Eastern China. Dec. 28 (AFP) — 
An ideogram, scrawled hastily in red paint on 
centuries-old stelai and monuments, is today 
a c hillin g reminder of the wave of destructive 
revolutionary zeal that swept Qufu. birth- 
place of foe great philosopher Con- 

fucius (551-479 B/C.), at the start of the cul- 
tural revolution 16 vearsago. 

ft was only by virtue of that marie, carrying 
the message “preserve,” that certain price- 
less archeological treasures were spared the 
wrath of young Red Guards who overran this 
small village in Shandong province in the 
autumn of 1966. The leader. of the mob, a 
woman named Tan Houlan who was then a 
student in Peking, remains one of the most 
celebrated Red Guard generals, along with - 
Kuai Dafu and Nie Yuanzi. AD three are 
currently on trial in Pelting after having spent 
four years in jafl. 

It was in 1 965-66 that the Chinese Com- 
munist Party, on the orders of Mao Tse-tung. 


issued an appeal for the destruction ot “four 
anachronims” — thought, culture, ancient 
morals and custom — in order to build “a new 
world.” The task was assigned to hundreds of 
thousands of secondary and university stu- 
dents who wctc turned loose to demolish all 
vestiges of the past, both architectural and 
intellectual. 

Under the slogan “to make revolution is 
not a crime”, the army of foe Red Guards, as 
they were known, burst forth in a campaign of 
destruction and torture carried out without 
fear of official sanction. Oufu. with its tem- 
ples and palaces and a centuries-old center of 
Confudan studies, was a prime target for Tan 
Houlan and her commando squad who were 
ordered by Peking to purge the community of 
any trace of its ancient history. 

Local authorities, wanted that the oos- 
lought was imminent, frantically painted the 
ideogram Liu (preserve) on several stelai and 
monuments, according to a member of the 


community’s office of cultural heritage. This 
official well remembers the day in October. 
1966. when Qufu was besieged by young 
fanatirs, mar rh frng through the streets brand- 
ishing banners and chanting slogans. “Most 
of them were secondary students without any 
culture whatsoever who were thin Icing only 
about destroying things indiscriminately.” he 
recalled bitterly. “We tried to reason with 
them, to make them understand that certain 
monuments should be saved because they 
belonged to the cultural heritage of our coun- 
try and had nothing to do with politics 1 .” 

At one pomL the crowd surged toward the 
Temple of Confucius and set fire to a statue of 
the thinke r, after irreverently parading it 
through the town. Tan and her cohorts then 
fell upon 1 05 1 6th century stone stelai depict- 
ing foe legend of Confucius and some of tire 
key events in his life. Hacked apart or 
defaced, most of die three-meter high slabs 
could not be adequately restored. 


Doctors say 

Clark makes 
slow progress 

SALTLAKECITY, Dec.28(AP) -Doc- 
tors say it will take several weeks of steady 
recovery before they can predict when Bar- 
ney Clark, now in his 27th day with the 
world’s first permanent artificial heart, can 
leave the hospitaL 

“Dr. dark.. .is progressing slowly but satis- 
factorily. We do not see matters changing 
rapidly,” Dr. Chase Peterson, University of 
Utah Health Sciences vice president, said , 
Clark remained in a serious but stable condi- 
tion Tuesday, a hospital spokesman said. 

Although the 61 -year-old retired dentist is 
“recovering steadily, (and) doing well,” 
Peterson said doctors were looking at Clark’s 
recovery “in terras of weeks, not days.” “If 
you look at it day by day , you don’ t see a great 
deal of change” Peterson said. “But if you 
look at it over three to four days or a week, 
you see improvement.” 

When asked to guess when Clark could 
leave the University of Utah Medical Center, 
Peterson said doctors “just don't know.” 
“ We could describe the conditions that would 
be necessary before he could .go 

home Enough strength to take care of his 

own needs and a facility that could bouse 
him,” he said. “It is difficult to predict how 
rapicDythat strength will return.” 

Finding Clark appropriate bousing — mod- 
ified for the compressor that drives his fist- 
sized plastic Jarvik-7 heart — could be done 
“within two to three weeks,'’, Peterson said. 
“I would guess the limiting factor will not be 
the housing, but his own strength,” he said. 
Peterson stressed dark was improving, if 
only gradually. “He's breathing on his own, 
and his intake of food and liquids, juices, is 
increasing daily,'' he said.

LEBANON PEACE TALKS 

There is a little doubt that the United States 
government is helping in bringing about a peaceful 
settlement in Lebanon by getting the Israelis and 
other non- Lebanese troops out of the country. The 
talks which opened yesterday between the Leban- 
ese and Israelis with ‘active participation by the 
U.S. are designed to do that, hopefully, although 
there is a certain ring of unreality about them. The 
talks are being held in the outskirts of Beirut where 
the Israelis are stationed in strength. The meeting is 
taking place in Lebanon, large parts of which are 
effectively occupied by Israeli forces who show no 
intention of withdrawing except on their own terms. 

Unfortunately, neither Lebanon nor other Arab 
states can have much of a say in the final outcome of 
these negotiations because they have shown for a 
long time now that they do not possess the neces- 
sary military power to back their demands. Leba- 
non must fend for itself almost single-handedly and 
strive to regain full sovereignty over all its territory 
and people. 

That is not going to be easy. The Israelis, with the 
overwhelming military edge that they possess, are 
expected to squeeze the Lebanese apple until the 
pips squeak to ensure that they get exactly what 
they want. 

The U.S. as an active participant in the talks and 
the party that had given Israel the green signal to go 
ahead and invade the country to evict the Palesti- 
nians and the Syrians, will be in an embarrassing 
position in the eyes of the rest of the Arab world. 
What will it do to bring about a just settlement? It 
has emerged as the ascendant superpower in the 
region, and the Lebanese have been looking to it for 
their salvation from Israel i control. The Syrians and 
Palestinians are bound to leave the country once the 
Israelis have gone. That is not the problem. 

Tire problem is the price that Lebanon will be 
made to pay for its freedom from Israeli occupation. 

A lot of the solution will really depend on the 
s U-S. and so will its credibility in the Vliddle EasL

Written by Muhammad Yunus, a close 
confidant of the Gandhi family, the article borders 
on scurrility as it details the fights between Saniay 
and Maneka. It suggests that the former was driven 
to living dangerous stunt planes and subsequently 
to death in a crash in l l »8l> because of an unhappy 
married life.

Yunus also makes a veiled threat that 
should Maneka dare to question his charges, he had 
even darker secrets to reveal about her and her 
family.

He said his country must do all it can, in the 
shortest possible time, to develop an independent 
basic national defense industry, update its 
weaponry, ami diversify market sources for arma- 
ments. The problem of how and where to buy 
advanced weapons is becoming more and more 
acute for Taiwan. In August, the Washingion- 
Pcking communique declared that the United 
States, which trained and equipped Taiwan's armed 
forces for nearly 3D years, would not supply arms 
higher in quality or greater in quantity than those 
already sold. It also declared the U.S. would gradu- 
ally reduce its sales. " leading over a period of time 
to a final resolution." 

This has added an urgency to a drive toward 
self-reliance that began when Washington broke 
relations with Taipeh on Jan. I iy7y. Defense 
spending after that rose rapidly and now accounts 
fur S.5 to 1U percent of GNP. .After the break with 
Washington, the government also established a 
National Defense Industry Fund, to which the 
public has already contributed over S9>J million. 

This huge defense bill is based on the belief that,

e\ents that happen half-way across the world.

Our second concern is the effect on us. Contrary 
to yourundc islanding. the Canadian law lends itself 
to evasion.

The Canadian law protects some of the tenants in 
some circumstances. In Ontario there is a six per- 
cent increase per year allowed — if the building was 
built before iy75 and if the rent is below S750 a 
month.

As Premier Sun 
said last week:" We must make every effort to make 
the economy of Taiwan an integral part of the world 
economy, so that it becomes in the best interests of 
the advanced industrial countries to show open 
support for us." (UNS)

"restraint" to combat inflation, when many, peo^ . 
pie s cost-of-living salary increase this year is only 5 
percent — that is, if they still have a job — and when 
predictions for the coming months are everg-* 
loomier, we are vociferously pointing our a. few 
discrepancies in the system.

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The Himalayas: a geological temptation

KATMANDU (WP) — To the east of the 
sequestered valley city of Katmandu lies the 
forbidden and forbidding — Darjeeling. Sik- 
kim. Bhutan and. literally above alL Mount 
Everest 

prom the window of an Air Burma prop 
jet I could see Everest the 29.028-foot peak 
the Nepalis call Chomolungma, (mother of 
the world). I stared east awed by the jutting 
rock, the deep, vast bowls of snow and ice. 

Aboard the flight from Calcutta to Kat- 
mandu and then for hours on my rope bed at 
the Katmandu Guest House. I thought long 
about Everest, a geological temptation that 
has seduced many and killed some. I even 
pondered the erode meaning of the moun- 
tain. bow the Dalai T j»r? a s had tried for so 
long to keep it virgin territory, bow Edmund 
Hillary and the Sherpa Tenzing Nnrkay 
finally “conquered" it in 1953. how the 
Nepalis call it mother, how so many had died 
on it. failing to reach its peak. 

Alone in a S2 -a -night room in Katmandu 
you can think anything. I asked around about 
the trek to the base camp at Everest and was 
told I could expect to be gone for more than a 
month — weather permitting. “If I was going 
to find something, no matter what it was. 1 
had to find it in less time and under less 
precarious circumstances.’’' 

The Himalayas fan across all of Nepal and 
there are countless trekking routes. I headed 
west, toward what I thought would be a more 
reasonable fantasy: a trekking pilgrimage 
from the basin village of Pokhara along the 
winding, often precarious Jomosom tra ding 
route to a Hmdu-Buddhist temple at Muk- 
tinath. near Mustang and the Tibetan border. 

A" few miles out of Katmandu, our bus is 
rattling around the Himalayan foothills along 
the Pritbvi Highway. . an asphalt miracle 
carved and paved by the kingdom of Nepal. 
Thirty years ago this remote country was vir- 
tually closed to' tourism, 'but times have 
changed: the bus is filled with Americans. 
Germans. French. Australian and Dutch vis- 
itors. We are heading toward Pokhara. where 
most of us wifi set out trekking on various 
paths in a vast collection of mountains in 
north central Nepal called the Annapurna 
range. 

As the snow-peaked summit of Annapurna 
I comes into view there is a hush in the bus. 
The only voice I hear is a young Australian, 
dressed in a ragged sheepskin coat, talking to 
his young son. He is. recounting the 
Himalayan legend of an English climbing 
team that stopped just short of the top of the 
great Sikkimese mountain. Kancben junga. in 
order to leave its sacred summit untouched. 

1 begin to worry that I have no such rever- 
enrefor the world I am about to enter, that I 
am no more worthy of this beautiful place 
than 1 am of the opportunity for silence and . 
insi^h a^ords- Perbaps rye Come bere.pnfy, _ 
because it Is. like the Taj MahaL a reqiiiate 
stop for visitors to India and Nepal. Another

Days J -2: prep arin g 

Arrival in Pokhara. 1 take a room at the 
Garden Guest House for eight Nepali rupees 
a night (50 cents). 

Days 3-4: first bfisttrs 

AD the essentials go into the knapsack: an 
ace bandage, dramamine. aspirin, sudafed. 
band-aids, merchu rochrnme . flagyl. codeine, 
splints, eye drops. 

I study a MandaJa trekking map of the 
Pokhara -Jomosom route on the short bus 
ride to the bazaar, die starting point for paths 
leading north and west. The beat-up blue bus 
is three-quarters filled with locals. It’s hard to 
imagine what these people must think of the 
fpreignersclustered in the back — wide-eyed 
visitors carrying fat rolls of 1 0-rupce notes in 
a land where an annual income of $200 is way 


above average. There are West Germans 
about to begin walking in the Kali Gandaki 
Valley while wearing Sony Walkmans. 
Americans sporting gym shorts and T-shirts. 
Australians carrying equipment that could 
house and supply a family of six. 

Most of the Nepalis are dressed in shawls 
and tunics. Barefoot, they will carry and sell 
huge sacks of rice. tea. tools, grain and any- 
thing else unavailable in Naudunda. Khare. 
Hille. Tirkhedhunge and all the other tiny 
mountain villages that lead to Jomosom. 

The trek begins with a two-mile plain, a 
wide valley reminiscent of the Utah salt flats. 
I set out with the dozen or so trekkers. The 
sky is clear, the sun powerfully hot. and 
within minutes I pull off my yak wool swea- 
ter. 

At this early stage of the Jomosom Road. 
Nepali children offer to cany backpacks for 


less than 52 a day. Their price will go up as 
climbers’ muscles grow wearier. They are 
barefoot and wear woven caps and clothing. 
Few are more than five feet tall. I am not sure 
how far PH get. but Tfi be damned if Pm going 
to hire a porter. Tiny victories for modest 
ambitions. 

The first real climb comes at the end of the 
plain, a quick 1 J 00-foot ascent past a Tibe- 
. tan camp up to the first true mountain village 
on the route. Naudanda. I stop at a teahouse 
and eat what is to become standard fare for 
the days ahead: tea and dal. a filling if lentil 
dish that Is the staple for mflhoos in Nepal 
and northern India. These little towns come 
very few miles or so — 15 to 20 shacks and a 
few teahouses where trekkers. herdsmen and 
traders can eat and stay for the night. I pull off 
my boots and begin taping an endless series of 
blisters. 

Days 4-5: roughing It 

Every day I wake at dawn. Every day it is 
harder to get up and get moving. At a 
busted-up old table by the road. 1 wolf down a 
plate of dal and watch the first far-off fires of 
the morning. . 

Says 5-6: endgame 

The news from returning trekkers is dis- 
mal. The area around Jomosom is snowy, the 
tiny airfield is muddy, no flights out for at 
least a week. I would have to walk all the way 
back and I know ril never make h. The trip to 
Muktinatfa has to be scotched, and though I 
know such a pilgrimage was contrived in the 
first place. I am not altogether delighted. 

I decide to try for Ghorephani. a small 
village at 1 0.000 feet. I set out alone, again to 
the hypnotic ringing of the mule trains. Yes- 
terday. after I turned my ankle on a dew-slick 
stone, the temptation to hire a porter was 
tremendous, but after a couple of miles I 
forget about Muktinath and Jomosom and 
the road seems easy. Ambition disappears. 

The road is a steady climb, but the terrain 
changes dramatically along the way. from 
river bed to forest from arid hillside to rain 
forest. For two days l walk completely alone 
and for two days I am completely at ease. It is 
hard to say what I think about along the road, 
but I know my state of mind has changed 
since the early part of the trip. Somehow, for 
these two days 1 am not concerned with what 
1 have always called the world — family, 
friends, ambition, politics, books — and it is 
more than relief nr vacation, it is something 
new. 

The whole Annapurna range is laid out in 
front of me. The snow on the peaks is blue- 
white in this last light and the sun is the color 
of a blood orange. I look down into the river 
valley and see a chicken hawk in flight, flailing 
and arcing in the air. To look down on flight, 
to stand across from these mountains, to just 
be here, in half-light as the stars begin to 
appear in the huge blackening bowl of the 
sky. to be alone on this spot and alone in one’s 
own imagination, if only for the moment is to 
have gone far to learn to stand silent and still, 
but it has been worth the journey.

Nepal all set for giving a big boost to tourism 


KATMANDU — The stage is set for an 
all-around effort to give Nepal's tourism 
industry a big push upward. The Himalayan 
kingdom has everything to make it a big 
tourist attraction like geographical, cultural 
and historical specialities and a breathtak- 
ing natural landscape. Top priority has been 
assigned in Nepal 1 s sixth plan which became 
operative in the fiscal year 1979-80 to 
exploit this natural potential to its full 
extent. 

Among other things, the plan envisages 
snaking tourism infrastructure more effec- 


tive where they already exist, adding to the 
attractions of the existing tourism resorts 
and enlarging the role of domestic industry 
in tourism resorts and enlarging the role of 
domestic industry in tourism development. 
At the same time eveiy effort is being made 
to attract foreign capital to develop air ser- 
vices in the interest of tourist arrivals. 
Along with this, steps are being taken to 
streamline and strengthen internal flights so 
that foreign tourists can be induced to visit 
areas outside Katmandu. The targets under 
the remote area tourism development prog- 


rams include opening of 10 tourist trails 
with encamping sites ar appropriate spots. 

Apart from preserving the Muktinath 
complex, the plan also contemplates impro- 
ving trekking routes leading to areas of 
tourist importance. The plan takes into 
account the imperative need for developing 
resting places and guest houses along the 
trekking routes. Information centers in 
Pokhara, Kankar-Bhitta, Tribhuvan Air- 
port, Basantipur and other areas in the 
Tarai region are to be further strengthened. 
All this, it is hoped, will go a long way in 


substantially increasing the tourist inflow 
into this Himalayan kingdom. 

The sixth plan, which incidentally repres- 
ent the first determined attempt at sys- 
tematically tackling the basic economic 
maladies of this landlocked country, also 
seeks to develop water for generation of 
electricity, irrigation, internal navigation 
and flood control. The other major objec- 
tives are increasing the fbodgram output, 
development of cottage and small scale 
industries, creating more job opportunities 
and reducing the wide disparities in income. .

LONDON (LOS) — A wrangle between the 
Brazilian Foreign Ministry and the B razilian 
Air Force has robbed Britain of its last pros- 
pect of acquiring landing rights in South 
America for a regular air service to the Falk- 
land Islands. 

There is now no hope of acquiring such 
rights until the British government resumes 
talks on sovereignty over the islands with 
Argentina, according to diplomatic sources. 
Lord Shackleton. author of two reports on 
the islands, has warned that their prospects 
are gloomy without a regular air service. 

Throughout next year at least access by air 
to the islands will have to be ensured by the 
maintenance of the present intricate system 
of refueling RAF Hercules aircraft twice in 
the air as they fly south from Ascension 
Island to Port Stanley. 

Brazilian officials recently confirmed that 
Brazil had rejected British requests for per- 
mission to route Falklands-bound flights 
through its dirports. RAF aircraft which get 
into difficulties on the 3.800-mile leg bet- 
ween Ascension and the Falklands will how- 
ever continue to be allowed to make 
emergency landings on Brazilian territory. 

Britain had been counting on officers in the 
Brazilian Air Force, sympathetic to the Brit- 
ish cause, continuing to allow liberal use of 
Brazilian airfields for flights to Stanley. The 
Brazilian Air Force, anxious to cement a rela- 
tionship with the RAF and eager to learn the 
lessons of an air war with Brazil's great rival 
Argentina, had wanted to continue giving 
facilities to Britain in Rio de Janeiro on other 
airports. 

The Brazilian airmen have been overruled 
by Brazilian diplomats at the Itamarati. the 
seat of the Foreign Ministry in Brasilia. “We. 
not the Air Force, run the country’s foreign 
affairs.” one diplomat remarked. Brazil 
though bigger and more powerful than 
Argentina, does not want to make too much 
of an enemy of its southern neighbor or lose 
its export markets there. Brazilian officials 
have said that landing rights could be given if 
bilateral talks between London and Buenos 


Aires were to begin. 

Hopes that Chile and Uruguay would sup- 
ply airports to serve the Falklands have been 
dashed. 

Though the military regime in Uruguay 
was cooperative with Britain during the war. 
generals in Montevideo, just across the River 
Plate from Buenos Aires, are fearful of what .. 
economic and political pressure Argentina 
could exert on their small country. 

Argentine tourists supply the bulk of trade 
with Uruguay’s important tourist industry 
which is making a special sales effort 
inBuenos Aires as the summer holiday sea- 
son begins, and Uruguay relies on imports . 
and services from Argentina. 

Chile, too. has shied away from offering ; 
Britain any landing rights in the southern city - m 
of Punta Aranas, the nearest big population 
center only 550 miles from Stanley. 

Chileans fear the Argentines could move in 
to Chilean territory or even capture Punta 
Aranas itself if the regime in Santiago gave 
Britain any concessions. Punta Aranas, not 
connected by road to the heartland of Chile 
and accessible only by sea or air from San- 
tiago. is vulnerable to Argentine pressure. 

As the Falklands War was ending Britain 
offered TAM. a small airline based in Punta 
Aranas with strong connections with the 
Chilean military, a cheap loan to buy British 
aircraft to run a service to the Falklands. The 
offer was never taken up. 

British diplomats in Washington arc “seek- • 
ing clarification” about hints given by Presi- 
dent Reagan during his recent tour of Central 
America that the U.S. would resume arms 
sales to the regime in Guatemala. 

Such sales would be a direct threat to the 
British garrison defending the frontiers of 
newly independent Belize against a 
threatened Guatemalan invasion. The Fore- 
ign and Commonwealth Office is privately 
furious about what it considers to be 
Reagan’s off-the-cuff remarks. 

The remarks apparently took even officials . 
at the U.S. State Department by surprise. 
Right-wingers surrounding President ; 
Reagan continue to distrust leading U.S. dip- 
lomats at the State Department. 


E. T. becomes money-spinner in U.K

LONDON (R) — After a record-breaking 
run in the United States, the science fiction 
film E.T. looks set to become the biggest 
box-office winner in British cinema history. 
At the premiere, its rubbery goggle-eyed 
hero is said to have made the Princess of 
Wales ay. 

E.T. made money faster in its first weeks 
than an y other film shown in Britain, with the 
distributors reporting box-office sales at 
about 250.000 sterling ($400,000) a day. In 
the first six days, it made twice the amounts 
taken by Hollywood blockbusters Star Wars 
and Jaws over the same period. 

Stuart Salter executive director of United 
Internationa] Pictures, the distributors, told 
Renters that since the film’s release in 250 
cinemas through Britain, box-office receipts 
h prf topped 3 J milli on sterling ($ 5.6 mil- 
lion). The film has spawned a cult, and mil- 
lions of models of the film’s extra-terrestrial 
hero have poured into the country. 

In the United States, where it was released 
six months ago. EJT. grossed 5100 million m 
its first 31 days and has now earned at least 
twice tha t amount The film has reputedly 
been seen by . more than 100 million Ameri- 
cans — half the U.S. population. 

It opened in London earlier this month at a 
charity showing attended by Britain’s heir to 
the throne Prince Charles and his wife, the 
Princess of Wales. Princess Diana was 
reported to have cried when the film’s hero, a 
squat but lovable extra-terrestrial botanist 
stranded on earth, came dose to death. 
Prince Charles cried too. according to one 
paper, - 

EJT ’s producer Steven Spielberg. 34. was 
at the London premiere with three of the 
film's stars: Henry Thomas. 10. Robert Mac- 
naughton. 16 and seven-year-old Drew Bar- 
rypore. 

The delay in releasing the film outside the 
United States was a deliberate marketing tac- 
tic. While summer is the best cinema season 
in the United States, films with family appeal 
fare better at year-ends in Britain and many 
other countries. 

Critics on both sides of the Atlantic have 
made much of the quasi-religions overtones 
of E.T. , as which die hero descends to earth, 
suffers cruelty atthe hands of humanity and 
returnsto the skies with a blessing for mank-

Invisible malnutrition stalks 3rd World 


By John Madeley 

LONDON.- (LOS) — To walk through a 
village in a developing country is to wonder 
what the world poverty problem is all about 
Few of the children seem obviously mal- 
nourished and everyone is — well, so peace- 
ful. 

' But thin gs are not quite what they seem. 
Invisible maln utrition is today stalking the 
Third World according to a recently pub- 
lished United Nations Internationa] Chil- 
dren’s Emergency Fund report. “The State of 
the World’s Children. 1982-1983.’’ 

The first reaction of children who do not 
get enough food to eat is to conserve their 
energy. UNICEF says. But consenting 
energy means cuttmgout many activities 
normal to children the Vorld over. 

As a chil d sits resting under a tree for hours 
on | end. he or she may look normal but invis- 
ible malnutrition is taking its toll. 

“The reduced activity and apathy of the 
malnourished child.” says Allan Berg, a 
senior nutrition advisor to the World Bank. 


“deprives him of stimulating experiences and 
learning opportunities.'’ 

Fifteen out of 100 children suffer some 
serious invisible malnutrition. UNICEF says. 
By contrast, only one percent are visibly mal- 
nourished. The death of 15 million children 
from hanger and disease will stand as 1 982' s 
most gruesome memorial. 

But amid the gloom, there is a ray of hope. 
UNICEF Executive Director James Grant 
believes that “immediate and dramatic 
gains” against child malnutrition and fll 
health are now possible. 

Grant says that child deaths could be cut by 
over a half and at least 20.000 lives saved 
every day through new discoveries for an 
attack on malnutrition. 

Five million children die each year because 
of dehydration caused by diarrhea] infection. 
A recent discovery has shown that most of 
these lives could be saved by children taking a 
mixture of salt water and sugar. 

UNICEF says that every available channel.

Bat the appeal of EJT. has triumphed over 
the opposition.

New techniques for storing vaccines and 
making immunization more available have 
been discovered recently. Five million chil- 
dren die each year because they are not 
immunized against diseases such as measles. 
Immunization often costs as little as 55 a 
child. 

Informing more mothers about the advan- 
tages of breast-feeding could save a milli on 
lives a year. In poorer co mmuni ties the 
bottle-feeding of powdered milk, often 
diluted with impure. water, costs many lives. 

Encouraging mothers to check their child's 
progress against wall charts at home has also 
been found to help. In Indonesia some two 
million mothers in 150.000 villages are 
weighing their babies on market-place scales 
and keeping their own growth charts. There is 
evidence that these charts have helped to 
reduce malnutrition.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 28 (AP) - Al 
yearend, U.S. inflation, the scourge of the 
nation the past half-decade, was showing 
genuine signs of giving way. And interest 
rates were finally falling, too. 

B ut just about everything else worth caring 
about, already pretty bad, got worse in the 
United States in 1982. The recession that 
began in mid- 1981 appeared to be heading 
into 1983. And few analysts outside the 
White House were looking for much 
improvement soon. 

As 1982 was ending, the major negatives 
were: — Nearly 12 million ' Americans 
were out of work, more than at any other time 
since the Great Depression, The national 
unemployment rate, up to 10.8 percent from 
7.2 percent ar the start of the recession, 
seemed likely to rise above 1 i percent before 
long. 

— Real gross national product, the 
inflation-adjusted sum of all goods and ser- 
vices Americans produced, was headed 
toward a 1982 decline of about 1.7 percent, 
the biggest since the niid-1940s. 

— Nearly one-third of U.S. factory lines 
were standing idle, the most the government 
had ever counted. Big industiy's output had 
been falling since July 1981. ’ 


— Barring an unexpected December 
surge, fewer new houses were being built 
than in any year since 1946. Private com- 
panies' bankruptcies were up 50 percent 
from last year, and the bankruptcy rate was 
the highest since 1933. 

— Retailers' sales were rising only mod- 
estly' despite the July installment of the 
administration's three-year tax cut. Officials 
had hoped the tax cut would encourage con- 
sumers to spend the nation out of recession, 
but it didn't seem to do much except make the 
federal budget deficit larger. 

— The federal budget deficit soared to a 
record Sill billion, with a much worse 
record expected in 1983, the year candidate 
Ronald Reagan once promised a balanced 
budget. The foreign trade deficit was also 
headed for a 1982 record almost sure to be 
shattered in iyS3. 

As the year was nearing an end. officials 
were saying later analysis .night show an 
economic upturn was arriving in IJecc nber 
or January. Bur that was far from certain, and 
no one was predicting a robust recovery in 
1983. 

Unemployment was seen as likely to 
remain at JO percent or more in iyS3. 


Experts see modest recovery 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 28 (R) - The 
U.S. economy, battered by severe recession 
for almost a year and a half, finally should 
start to recover within the next six months, 
according to private economists. 

But the economists told Reuters the 
recovery may be very weak by historical 
standards, perhaps half as strong as previ- 
ous upturns. 

Also, they warned that the unemploy- 
ment rate, now at a past- vVorlcJ War II 
record of 10.8 percent, could remain in that 
vicinity for much, if not all of 1983. 

"We are in the processor moving toward 
recovery," said Allen Sinai of Data 
Resources Inc. Sinai pointed to recent 
improvements in stock prices, housing con- 
struction, car sales and consumer buying as 
evidence that the economy is beginning to 
turn the comer. 

■■These areas typically begin to start up 
when a recovery is about to get underway," 
he said. But at the same time, Sinai and 
other economists said the economy faces a 
number of unusual problems unseen in pre- 
vious recoveries. 

One reason that economists are encour- 
aged that a recovery will begin in 1 983 is the 


recent behavior of the Federal Reserve 
Board. Since Iasi summer the Fed has 
shown a willingness to deviate from its rigid 
monetary policy to allow, and even encour- 
age, interest rates to drop. 

The Fed has cut its discount rate seven 
times since last July, bringing it down to 9.? 
percent, its lowest level in more than four 
years. 

- Nevertheless, U.S. interest rates, which 
have fallen sharply since last summer, 
remain abnormally high, the economists 
said. 

Lawrence Chimerine. of Chase 
Econometrics, agreed, saving, "where we 
are now is where we've been for several 
months — in recession, waiting for recov- 
ery. And the longer we stay in this situation 
the greater the risk we run." 

Chimerine said if the economy does not 
begin to improve in the first half of next 
year, then the world economic and monet- 
ary systems will face very serious strains. 

He said a lack of recovery in the U.S. 
could produce even more severe debt prob- 
lems for developing countries, a sudden 
escalation in protectionist trade policies by 
the industrial countries and a sharp rise in 
bankruptcies among U.S. businesses.

PARIS. Dec. 28 (AFP) — The myth of the 
strength of the international financial system 
was exploded in 1 982 when almost daily a 
Third World or East European country was 
revealed tn be well on. if not over, the verge 
of bankruptcy. 

Total debts amount tn over $800 billion, 
causing many financiers and bankets to be 
haunted by the “Great Depression" which hit 
the world in the thirties. 

Certainly the current indebtedness is an 
unprecedented record, showing up deep 
cracks in the world financial structure and 
having disturbing repercussions on interna- 
tional banking. 

Forthecontagion of bankruptcy appears to 
be spreading from tine country to another — 
like Domino theory — and this is resulting in 
the slow asphyxiation of the whole system, 
rather than in a dramatic financial crash. 

The list of bankrupt countries lengthened 


this year with 30 African. Asian and Latin 
American countries appearing on the list. 
Three Latin American countries — Argen- 
tina. Brazil and Mexico — alone owe a h uge 
total of S200 billion. 

The Third World debt, which rose by $ 1 00 
billion in 1 982. has tripled in the past six 
years, according to the Organization, for 
Economic Cooperation and Development 
(OECD), and today has reached an esti-. 
mated $626 billion. 

But even more significant, the servicing of 
interest payments on loans has ouadnipled. 
and reached the annual total of $130 billion. 
These figures alone underline the real crisis, 
and they also stress the extraordinary expan- 
sion of international credits granted in the 
seventies and the introduction of the floating 
exchange rate.

Chase trims

U.S. firms

DOHA. Dec. 28 (AP) — U.S. companies 
topped the list of foreign firms banned by the 
Arab Boycottt-of-Israel office during 1982. 
according to statistics published here. 

A total of 143 American firms were black- 
listed during the year, in contrast with only 
two who were cleared after complying with 
boycott regulations, said a statement by the 
boycott office in Qatar. The names of com- 
panies concerned were not given.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28 (AP) — Costs 
of hiring labor in the United States rose in 
1981 compared with costs in major European 
competitors, mainly because of the rise in the 
value of the dollar, according to a new study 
by the U.S. Bureau of Labor statistics. 

Figures for the current year were not 
included in the study, made available Mon- 
day. The dollar continued to rise during most 
of 1982 but there has been a decline since 
Nov. 8. 

Increased cost of labor makes American 
goods more expensive, but the increased cost 
of dollars to foreigners seems to have been 
even more influential. Between July and Sep- 
' tember of this year, i the gap between the 
value of U.S. goods sold to other countries 
and the value of U.S. imports rose to $12.5 
billion. 

Labor costs for 1981 rose 73 percent in 
this country and 6.7 percent in Japan, but 
they went down in eight West' European 
countries by an average of 12 percent — in 
West Germany by 15.7 percent, in Italy by 
10.6 percent, in France 10 .5 and Britain 4.5. 

The 1981 figures contrast with an almost 


uninterrupted trend during the 1970s, when 
U.S. labor costs dropped steadily by nearly 
30 percent. 

These are the figures in terms in U.S. dol- 
lars, and are therefore important in looking at 
U.S. trade with the rest of the world. In terms 
of each country’s own currency, 1981 labor 
costs rose more slowly than in the United 
States in Japan and West Germany as well as 
in some smaller West European countries 
though there were no actual declines. But hey 
increased more rapidly in France, Britain and 
Italy. 

In terms of local currencies, labor costs in 
the United States dropped throughout the 
1970s, compared with its major competitors. 
The study says that was because American 
wages feU — relative to wages in competing 
countries — foster than output That does not 
mean American wages actually went down, 
only that they went up foster elsewhere. 

In Japan, Belgium and Denmark, wages 
rose comparatively bin productivity rose fos- 
ter. In West Germany, productivity remained 
at about the same rate as in competing coun- 
tries, but relative pay was sharply down. 


OECD asks Finland to look Westward 


PARIS. Dec. 28 (AFP) — Finland wfli 
have to work hard next year to maintain its 
international trade competitiveness, the 
Organization of Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) said in its annual 
review here Tuesday. 

Tlie OECD warned that Finland would 
have, to turn its export drive toward the West 
in the face of foiling demand from the Eastern 
bloc, and would therefore have tci tighten up 
productivity in order to compete on Western 
markets. 

It acted chat the Finnish economy had 
done relatively well up to now. with its 1 982 
performance above average for OECD 
member countries. 

Finland’s growth rate last year was 0.5 per- 
cent down from 1 .3 percent in 1 981. Infla- 
tion was brought down to aronndreight per- 
cent from 9.9 percent in .1981 and the unemp- 
loyment rate was a relatively low 6.4 percent. 

Finland also managed to trim its balance of 


payments deficit on current account to an 
estimated $100 million down from $300 mil- 
lion in 1 981 and $1 .4 billion in 1 980. 

The OECD attributed the better record to 
improving international trade competitive- 
ness since 1977. and to “efforts aimed at 
adapting the economy to a slow down in 
growth and to a structural change in 
demand” 

The Finns' -riiccessffiBy diversified their' 
industrial base, with manufacturing indus- 
tries taking over a greater part of gross 
domestic product at the expense of the tradi- 
tional forestry industries. 

Fueling the change were special trade 
arrangements to boost exports to Eastern 
bloc countries just as demand began declin- 
ing in OECD countries. 

But trade with the East is likely to decline 
next year, and the Finnish economy will 
probably become more and more dependent 
on economic recovery within the OECD.

Dec. 28 (R) — Egypt Tuesday 
dropped its oil prices for the second month in 
a row. an official of the Egyptian General 
Petroleum Company reported. 

The official said the price of the key Suez 
Blend would go down on Jan. I to $31 a 
barrel, a fall of 75 cents. 

Prices of lower grades will also go down. 
The official told Reuters that the Balayin 
grade would drop 75 cents to $28 a barrel 
while Ras Ghana o3 would fall 25 cents to 
$26 a barrel. These prices were expected to 
bold until after March barring unforeseen t- 
cumstances. he said.

This was 
in contrast to the earlier European trading 
Monday when the dollar had virtually 
remained unchanged from ‘Friday closing 
levels. 

The news that the latest U.S. weekly 
money supply figures had shown a smaller 
than expected rise of $600 million did not 
unduly affect the markets. What was more 
noticeable was a fealing that U.S. interest 
rates would case farther in order to stimu- 
late the lagging U.S. economy. Chase Man- 
hattan took the first plunge when in early 
New York trading Tuesday it announced a 
Vz percent reduction in its prime lending 
rate to 1 1 percent. Ibis will put some pres- 
sure on tiie remaining U.S. banks to either 
follow suit now or act early in the new year. 

Federal Reserve “Fed fond" prime lend- 
ing rates continued to ease at around 8 per- 
cent levels, with the “Fed” adding more 
liquidity into the system. It was economic 
news, however, that affected the dollar. 
Commerce Secretary Baldrige stated that 
tiie U.S. federal deficit for 1 983 could reach 
the $200 billion level and this started the 
dollar's slide. The November machine 
order tools figure also added gloom when it 
was revealed that this item had fallen a 
record 25 percent over the previous 
month's figure. There seemed to be a cer- 
tain element of helplessness in the state- 
ment by the U.S. treasury secretary that the 
^ 1983/84 budget could see the imposition of 


new U.S. taxes to ease me strain on the 
federal budget 

Gold and silver prices reacted sharply to 
this market interest rate and economic 
uncertainties. Gold prices closed some $10 
to $1 1 higher in New York at $558.50 an 
ounce while silver prices short up to $1 1 .05 
from $10.75 earlier in Europe. Trading 
Tuesday was stiff erratic but the New York 
Monday night prices seemed to hold. 

In the European exchanges, the closure 
of the London markets on Tuesday did not 
seem to affect sterling which continued to 
trade within a narrow band of 1.6100 to 
1 .6098 levels with some late buying interest 
coming in. The German mark registered 
some 200 point increase pver the dollar at 
23620 while the Japanese yen rose to 
23530 levels from 23830 Monday.

WASHINGTON. (AFP) — The Soviet 
Union has bought a further 200.000 tons of 
U.S. wheat, the Agriculture Department has 
announced.

Sicily gripped

Mafia has struck fear once more into this 
Mediterranean island by slaying seven men 
within 36 hours, making a total of 147 brutal 
murders here this year in a fierce war bet- 
ween rival groups over control of the multi- 
million dollar narcotics racket. 

Italy's efficient anti-terrorist chief, Gen. 
Alberto DaUa Chiesa. was expressly transfer- 
red here earlier this year to smash the Mafia.

The paper carried an official commentary 
saying: “It is not enough to receive (foreign 
aid) parcels to conclude that one has some- 
thing sensible to say about German issues.” 
Walesa had no right to speak for other Poles, 
it said. “ Walesa apparently is not aware that 
he hits out at the memory of millions of vic- 
tims of Nazi bestiality by putting the - suffer- 
ings of the Poles and the Germans? on a par.”

LONG BEACH, California, Dec. 28 ( AP) 
— U.S. President Ronald Reagan Tuesday 
recommissioned the US ; New Jersey, a reno- 
vated World War II battleship which he said 
shows the United States is “rearming with 
prudence".

conflicts or imperiling its boundaries. Inter- 
national peace and security have always been 
viewed by Lebanon as the guarantee for both 
its independence and territorial integrity. 

“Lebanon’s attachment to the United 
Nations Charter makes ft imperative for us to 
seek the application of the pertinent Security 
Council resolutions. It was in this spirit that 
the Lebanese government signed with no 
reservations the general armistice agreement 
with Israel on 23 March 3 949. 

“May I be allowed to recall that article 8 of 
that agreement states that ‘"it shall remain in 
force until a peaceful settlement between the 
parties is achieved.* The same article also 
implies that the agreement has a permanent 
and final character which distinguishes ft 
from classical armistice agreements. 

“In fact, the Lebanese -Israeli armistice 
agreement cannot be denounced by either 
party. In other words, neither Lebanon nor 
Israel can unilaterally decide to ignore the 
stipulated obligations under the agreement. 
My delegation believes that the Ras Naqoura 
agreement remains the juridical instrument 
regulating the Lebanese-1 sraeli relations. 
Yet following the 1967 hostilities, the Israel 
government accused Lebanon of having 
declared war “along the classical methods.' 
which could have at that time annulled the 
agreement. 

“We have always rejected this accusation. 
Lebanon did not declare war on Israel in 
1 967. Lebanon did not resort to any belliger- 
ent action against Israel, the international 
community witnessed. All diplomatic arc- 
hives unequivocally testify to that fact. 

“We deem it important to remind all con- 
cerned here that the Palestinian presence on 
our territory was at the origin of serious trou- 
bles here and elsewhere, this presence Leba- 
non cannot be held responsible nor account- 
able for. We did not want it nor provoked it. 
But if the 1 949 agreement cannot be abro- 
gated in its essential component, ft is no 
doubt susceptible of being interpreted, 
revised or completed by mutual agreement in 
a manner that would lead ns all toward the 
achievement of the permanent peace which is 
its stated goal. 

“Indeed, peace has been a constant aspira- 
tion of the peoples of the region. However, its 
fulfillment has not been permitted by the 
evolution of events. Lebanon is looking for- 
ward to peace, nevertheless, respectful of its 
bonds with members of the international 
community who are equally interested in a 
settlement of the Middle East question. 

“Lebanon shall not undertake alone any 
action which may prejudice the extension of 
the peace process and security in the region. 
Noe will Lebanon accept to jeopardize by any 
such action the fulfillment of the historical 
mission ft has set for itself within the Arab

And from our point of view, what was even 
more serious and grave, after the war they 
signed the Cairo agreement and other 
agreements allowing the terrorists to establ- .

The aim of these negotia- 
tions is not to end any conflict between the 
Lebanon and Israel, for no real conflict exist 
between us. Our military efforts during this 
past year was never directed against Lebanon 


and its citizens but against (he terrorists who 
have transformed tbe Lebanon into abase for 
aggression against us against the will of tbe 
Lebanese. 

~ We did not attack Lebanon or her people 
but were forced to remove the threats whicb 
the presence of the terrorists on her soft sig- 
nified for us. That presence made a mockery 
of Lebanon's independence and sovereignty. 
The political and military infrastructure 
which the terrorists had established posed a 
danger both to Lebanon and to Israel whicb 
had to be removed for the well-being pf our 
two peoples. 

“Now that has been achieved, we believe 
that nothing will prevent us from living m 
good neighborliness and in peB&e as two 
sovereign and independent countries living 
side by side in friendship and in srcurify, for 
what we wish is both the friendship and the. 
security. “These are the aims we have set 
ourselves in the negotiations, and let us hope 
that they wiD be crowned with success for the 
good of us all.
